Ty might increase 
youngsters vocabularies 
and fill their minds with 
facts, but it apparently 
detracts from their abil- 
ity to use these resour- 
ces in divergent, creative 
ways, Stanley L, Stern 
concluded in a recent stu- 
dy of intellectually-gifted 
grade schoolers, 

“‘From this study, one 
could not make a sweep- 
ing indictment of the Tv 
industry, but the trend to- 
ward decreased creat- 
ivity is a serious warn- 
ing * Stern said, 

In the world’s coming 
economic, social, moral 
and political crises, even 
a slight decrease in crea- 
tive potential of these fu- 
ture leaders might mean 
disaster,” 

This is a serious po- 
tential problem, he said, 
particularly in view of 
these national statistics; 

--The average Ameri- 
can child devotes more 
time to tv viewing before 
he enters first grade than 


he will spend in school 
during the first six 
grades, 


--By the time he’s 18, 
he will have spenttwo full 
years of his life in front 
of the tube, thus having 
devoted more of his young 
life to tv than to any oth- 
er activity except sleep- 
ing. 

-~-When he becomes 2 
he will have watched more 
than a quarter of a mil- 
lion tv comn apy 

In his stu Ys conducted 
for the docto of educa- 
tion degree from the USC 
School of Education, Stern 
tested for effects of chil- 
dren’s viewing of several 
categories of commerical 
tv programs, 

He found an overall 
trend of decreased cre-= 
ativity in youngsters as a 
result of heavy viewing of 
most programs, 

For his study, Stern se- 
lected 250 intellectually= 
gifted fourth, fifth and 
sixth-graders in the Gar- 
den Grove, Calif., Uni- 
fied School District. He 
divided them into seven 
groups. Each of six 
groups was assigned to 
watch a certain category 
of program exclusively 
and regularly for three 
weeks, Included were; 
cartoons, educational tv, 
sports, Comedies, drama, 
and a catchall category, 
“feverything.”” 

The seventh 
students, which became 
the ‘‘control group’’ was 
given no specific instruc- 


group of 


tions to watch or not to 
watch tv. 
Stern administerec 


creativity tests before the 
experimental viewing 
period and followed it up 
with similar post-testing. 

The control group was 
the only one which showed 
a consistent improvement 
in creativity inthe second 
test, The post-test scores 
of the six viewer groups 
showed a notable de- 
crease inallareas ofcre- 
ativity except for verbal 
abilities.
